ON NOVEMBER 13 MCAULIFFE MET WITH ROSTA OF KKI IN

4. AT SECOND "NEGOTIATING SESSION” DECEMBER 3 (BUDAPEST

ALL ASPECTS OF PROPOSED NOTE/LETTER EXCHANGE EXCEPT 
REPEAT EXCEPT PUBLIC SALE OF USA MAGAZINE AT HUNGARIAN 
NEWSSTANDS, EMBASSY WILL SEEK FURTHER POLICY GUIDANCE 
FROM DEPARTMENT.
